1 . This action is in response to the amendments filed on 03/24/2006. All claims have been 
rejected under Double Patenting on the first Office Action mailed 04/07/2005. Terminal 
Disclaimer has been filed by the Applicant on 05/09/2005 in response to the first Office Action 
Double Patenting rejection. Claims 1-81 have been fully examined. Examiners amendment has 
been made to cancel claims.

allowed because of dependency.
